In feeding corn to & horse it had bet-

|ponad borse should not have more
|than twelve to fourteen pounds of grain
a day when working bard &nd may
|take less when idie. Feed a light
| amount of hay, giving the greater part
of it st night, and but oue or two
l pounds of it at noon. Always give the
drinking water before fueding.

There may be oceasional bad
luck In the dairy business, but it
almost Invarlably follows bad
manngement.

A good dalry cow should have
all the feed she will eat and di-
gost and keep In good health.

An exposed or an abused cow
will give less milk and that milk
of a poorer quality than one well
cared for.

With good cows, good food,
good stables, all profits can be
wiped out by an Ignorant or eru-
el stableman.

The demnnds of a cow are Im-.
perative,  The dalryman who
consults hls own convenlence
and disregurds the comfort of
his dairy berd suffers loss.

Treatment of Common Diseases That
Afflict Young Porkers.
The prime esseutials to good resuits
with pigs are sunshine, exercise and
feed, suys Professor L. A, Weaver of
the Missour! experiment station. One
of the things often giving trouble Is
scours In the young plgs. Scours are
usunlly ennsed by one of four things—
elther by changing the feed of the sow,
overfesding, dirty pens and troughs or

rain or to cold weather ln such o way
that they become chilled,

The thing to watch eapecially Is the
feedk Changlng from sweet to sour
milk often onuses the trouble, as will
nlgo the feeding of too much protein
when the animal Is not used to It If
the sow Is fexd too much bher milk flow
Is 80 stimulated that very young plgs
will get more than they ean utillze,
thus enusing them to scour. Plgs
should always be lu dry, clean quarters
and be fed In clean troughs.  They
should not be allowed to run out in
cold ralu or allowed to become ehilled
In any way, Sows rouning through |
filth and then belug suckled by plgs
will often throw plgs off,

There are n good many remedies for
this trouble. The first thing to do Is to
cut down on the sow's feed and cloan
up her quarters If they need It A tae
blespoonful of sulphur in the sow's

Hampuhire hogs are very prolifie,
and the plge grow up extremely
even. The mothers are gentle and
eanlly handled, loaing few youns.
They are great rustiers, and thelr
meat I8 not surpassed by that of
any breed. While they are of the
bacon type, they grow very large
and will fatten out at any age. They
put on fesh where the valuabie
pork is 10 be found-not muach belly
and scrapple, but plenty of ham
and loin. Thelr distinguishing mark

It
sow s given n good physic, such as
epsom salts, gond results will follow,
Scalded milk 1s also a good remedy.
Each plg may be glven a good physie,
such as a teaspoonful of eastor ofl ot
epsom salts. Charconl s good, Thore
is nlso a contaglous form of scours
ealled white scours. The eure Is to
clean and disinfect the pens and give

physie.

Thumps often oceur in young phi'lr1
nnd 1s the result of lack of muuihim|
and oxercise along with high feeding
The remedy 18, of coume, to eut down
the sow's feed and forco the ples 10
take exercise out in the sunshine
Thumps also way occur in large plgy
after they are weaned, but when old
plgs have it it is asually caused by
some affection of the lungs,

I"lles moy be caused by feeding too
Inxative or too constipating diet. Eat
Ing soft coal, ashes, eto, may cause
them, Cleanse well with hot water and
soap, Using & wash made by dissolv:
ing one part powdered alum in twenty
parts of water or by ollin, with oint:
ment made up of lchythol one part,
vasellne ten parts, is soothing. In bad
cnses It may be necessary to take a
stitch across the anus In order to keep
parts in place.

Freshening Cowa

It 1a not best 1o feed too heavily with
grain just previous to cows coming In,
but it {s still good polley to feed some.
Bran mny be fed safely at any time
A Uttle ollmeal and cornmeal, too, ln
Hmited mensure may be fed, and after
calviug they ought not to get on to full
grain ration under a fortnight because
of the davger of udder troubles.

Thumps In Pigs.

As an additioual precaution agninst
thomps avold feedlug wmuch corn
sows nnd young pigs. Prefer mixed
lnxative mtlons, and if the drinking
water is soft from lack of Hme add
mewater 1o the slop at the rate of
